Just-A-Minute’s Record Deserves Honors 


Los ANGELES 

California gives no recognition to the 
Broodmare of the Year, as Kentucky does. 
but if such an award were made the 
honor probably would go to Just-A-Min- 
ute. She is the dam of the full brothers, 
Patch. Stitch, and Threesome, and of 
their half-sister, On The Move. 

This has been an eventful year for 
Just-A-Minute. Her promising 2-year-old. 
On The Move. became a winner to give 
her a perfect record as a producer; Three- 
some went from wire to wire in the La 
Jolla Handicap at Del Mar to become her 
second stakes winner; and she, with these 
credentials and in foal to Solidarity, was 
sold to sportsman Ed Lasker for $27,000. 

Her owner and breeder, Tommy Taylor. 
says the only reason he parted with Just- 
A-Minute is because he has On The Move 
and the latter’s full-sister (foaled on 
February 1) to take her place eventually 
as a broodmare. Just-A-Minute is nine 
years old now, and plans are to breed her 
to *Khaled next year. then perhaps to 
Polynesian the following spring. 

Tommy recalls that his brother. Walter. 
brought Planetoid. the dam of Just-A- 
Minute. to Santa Anita many years ago to 
embark on her racing career in the silks 
of Col. Phil Chinn, But she was a sickly 
yearling. on the small side. and was sold 
to Tommy before she ever got to the races. 

It was in Tommy Taylor’s silks that she 
eventually made the first start of her ca- 
reer in Texas and won by eight lengths. 
Shipped to Churchill Downs, she won 
again by eight lengths and then accounted 
for the Jeanne d’Are stakes at Narragan- 
sett. As Taylor recalls. this comprised her 
entire racing career, since she was turned 
out at three and bred at four. 

Among her foals were Grey Flight, 
which won 12 races. including the Autumn 
Day Stakes: My Choice. which was sold 
as a yearling to the late Mrs. Ethel V. 
Mars and won three races and placed in 
stakes before she was destroyed; and the 
winners Headoverheels. I Did, Belin, No 
Stop. and Pleiades. Tommy Taylor recalls 
that I Did sold for $34.000 as a yearling, 
and that Headoverheels won “about 20 
Taces,” 

In her first start. Just-A-Minute suffered 
an ankle injury from which she never re- 
covered. Later in the year. in a stakes race 
at Delmar. the ankle filled again, so Just- 


A-Minute was retired. She won only one 
race,

Taylor sent her to the Suzy-Q ranch of 
the late Tom Simmons, and for the next 
three years she was bred to Dogpatch, In 
1948 she produced Patch, which was to 
win the Albany Handicap and the Del Mar 
Futurity; in 1949, the winner Stitch; and 
in 1950 Threesome. Her 1951 foal is On 
The Move. by *Mafosta. but because she 
arrived on May 12. Just-A-Minute was not 
bred back. Her 1953 foal, as mentioned, is 
a full sister to On The Move and looks 
like her twin. 

Tommy Taylor has a number of excel- 
lent reasons to be proud of Just-A-Min- 
ute. “She is a good dam.” he says. “Just- 
A-Minute has never had an accident in 
foaling. She puts a good head on all her 
babies. They are a splendid type, with 
short backs. good barrel. not too much 
daylight and a good head for sense.” 


Taylor is proud, too, that Just-A-Minute 
traces back to the family of Native Dan- 
cer, that both inherit their gray coats 
through La Chica and her dam, *La Gri- 
sette. by Roi Herode. La Chica is the dam 
of Planetoid. and she is also the dam of 
Miyako, which produced Geisha, which 
in turn foaled Native Dancer, La Chica is 
also the dam of El Chico, which won nine 
stakes and was unbeaten .as a 2-year-old. 
The family has always been distinguished, 
principally. for its early speed.and preco- 
cious 2-year-olds. Threesome , broke the 
routine by winning the La Jolla at one 
mile as a 3-year-old, and, of course, Native 
Dancer beat that. 


At the moment, there is a brief interlude 
in the racing career of Tommy Taylor and 
some of his horses. Taylor is recuper- 
ating from a recent operation, and Three- 
some and On The Move are mending after 
being fired for osselet trouble, They'll all 
be as good as new by the time the winter 
season opens at Santa Anita.

Oil Capitol Retired 


Oil Capitol, 6-year-old stakes winner of 
$580.756. has been retired from racing by 
his owners. Mr. and Mrs. A. E. Reuben, 
of Hasty House Farm. and Mrs. Harry 
Trotsek. wife of the Hasty House trainer. 

Mr. Reuben said this week the gray 
horse probably would be syndicated and 
that he would stand at a central Kentucky 
breeding farm. The farm has not been de- 
cided upon, he said. In event of syndica- 
tion, the present owners will retain a “sub- 
stantial” interest in him. 

The decision to retire the son of *Mah- 
moud and *Never Again II. by Pharos, 
was made sooner than expected. Mr. 
Reuben said. Hasty House Farm had 
planned to race him in the East this fall 
and to send him to Florida for the opening 
of the winter there. But the horse bruised 
a heel “playing in a stall in Chicago.” 
and, while the injury was not serious. it 
was decided by his owners to discontinue 
racing him. 


The Death of Jamestown 


Jamestown, one of the best runners from 
the vintage crop of 1928 foals, had been 
an honored pensioner at George D. Widen- 
er’s Old Kenney Farm, Lexington, since 
he was retired from service in 1950. On 
the afternoon of October 30 a boy went 
to his paddock to lead the old horse to 
his stall. At the paddock gate, Jamestown 
collapsed znd died immediately of a heart 
attack. 

Bred and raced by Mr. Widener. James- 
town was by the Futurity winner St, 
James out of Mlle. Dazie. by Fair Play. 
He was a brilliant 2-year-old in 1930. 
winning six of his seven races and finish- 
ing second in the other—the Hopeful 
Stakes. In the Futurity at Belmont Park 
he narrowly defeated the great Equipoise. 
Raced sparingly thereafter, he failed at 
the longer distances, but was top-class up 
to a mile. He won the Withers Stakes at 
three, and at four was second to Equipoise 
when the latter set the American record 
for a mile at 1:3424. In four seasons of 
racing, he made 19 starts, won 12 times. 
was unplaced only twice, and earned 
$189,685. 

Jamestown proved a good sire, but his 
reputation was soon overshadowed to the 
extent that his opportunities diminished 
quickly. Through 1952 his get had earned 
a total of $2,620,276. His best stakes win- 
ner was Johnstown, winner of the Ken- 
tucky Derby. Withers, Belmont Stakes. and 
other important races. Others of his get 
included Specify, Rosetown, Natchez. 
Spanked, Littletown, Fleettown, and a 
dozen other stakes winners. His daughters 
have produced numerous stakes winners. 


Daumier Gets His * 


Late in October, after Federico Tesio 
had hassled for several days with govern- 
ment authorities. the Italian ministry of 
agriculture issued a permit for the ex- 
portation of Daumier. The young stallion, 
shipped by air, arrived in New York on 
Tuesday. November 10, and was expected 
to be settled in his new home at L. P.

HASTY ROAD’S RACING RECORD

Immediately after Hasty Road’s victory in the 
Breeders’ Futurity at Keeneland October 24, trainer 
Harry Trotsek said the colt would run next in 
the Garden State Stakes. A little later Mr. and 
Mrs. A. E. Reuben, owners of the Hasty House 
Farm stable, decided that Hasty Road had not yet 
sufficiently recovered the form he had lost when 
he was shipped from Chicago to New York for the 
Futurity, and that another trip to the East might 
give him a setback. So Trotsek went to Garden 
State Park and watched Sea O Erin run among 
the leaders and then fall back to finish unplaced 
in the big 2-year-old race of October 31. 

Hasty Road made the short trip from Keeneland 
to Churchill Downs, and in the Kentucky Jockey 
Club Stakes met two of the best colts from the 
East, Goyamo and Fisherman. This time it was 
Hasty Road which had the advantage of resting in 
his stall while his rivals rode the train. He came 
out in better coat and flesh than anything else in 
the race. 

Hasty Road was favorite at 7 to 5, the Whitney 
entry of Fisherman and Catspaw second choice at 
19 to 10. and Goyamo, which had finished im- 
pressively in the Garden State Stakes, third choice 
at 29 to 10. Steve Brooks, on Catspaw, had the 
assignment of running the favorite into the ground. 
The son of *Mahmoud and the swift Boojie carried 
out his assignment, running the first half-mile in 
45% seconds and holding a short lead from Hasty 
Road to the three-eighths pole. Fisherman proved 
unable to take advantage of his stablemate’s good 
work, and it was Goyamo which made a sustained 
run from far back in the field to challenge the 
leader in the stretch. 

At the eighth-pole Goyamo was only a length 
behind. There or thereabouts. he conceded the 
victory, and the favorite went on to win by a 
length and a half. 

Hasty Road ran the last quarter in 24 seconds 
flat—a rare performance for a 2-year-old in a mile 
race—and did the mile in 1:36, equaling the 
record for the stakes established in 1930 by 
Twenty Grand in a memorable duel with Equipoise. 

The $36,185 first money raised the winner’s earn- 
ings to $277,132, a total of $46,637 greater than 
the record (for a 2-year-old) set up last year by 
Native Dancer. The Arlington, Washington Park, 
and Breeders’ Futurities had provided the greater 
part of the big total. Hasty Road’s convincing win 
in the K. J. C. Stakes raises him again into con- 
tention for leading honors among the 2-year-olds. 
His feat of running with a sprinter, and then out- 
finishing a stout finisher raises a strong possibility 
that he may carry on to the classic distances. 

From Louisville Hasty Road goes to Florida, 
where he will have a rest, and possibly some racing 
before he returns next spring for the Kentucky 
Derby. His pedigree and family particulars were 
given in THe Bioop-Horse of August 1, page 353. 


Snow Interrupts Racing 


Two of the principal races scheduled for 
Saturday, November 7. were delayed by 
a snow storm which covered most of the 
Northeast. The second running of the 
$65,000 Washington, D, C., International 
at Laurel Race Course was postponed until 
Wednesday, November 11. and the $50,000- 
added Trenton Handicap at Garden State 
Park was postponed until Tuesday, No- 
vember 10. 

The storm began early Friday, Novem- 
ber 6, and caused racing to be suspended 
at Garden State Park on Friday and Sat- 
urday. Laurel operated on Friday, but can- 
celed its Saturday program. 

Garden State. scheduled to close on No- 
vember 11, planned racing for November 
13 and 14, and said November 12 would 
be dark. The $40,000-added Vineland 
Handicap was to be run as scheduled on 
November 1]. and an overnight feature 
was to be offered on November 14.

fred B. Koontz 


A heart attack was responsible for the 
jeath of Fred B. Koontz on October 29. 
The vice chairman of the board, and for- 
mer president, of the Mid-Continent Pe- 
iroleum Corporation died in a hospital at 
Tulsa. Okla. He was 64 years old. 

A business executive of tremendous en- 
egy and vitality, Mr. Koontz turned to 
Thoroughbred breeding about a quarter- 
century ago, hoping at once to achieve 
access and to find escape from the ten- 
jons of business management. He assem- 
bled a large number of mares and stal- 
ons. and had stock scattered through 
everal states, Much of his breeding oper- 
ation was carried on in partnership with 
whers. As dynamic and ambitious with 
Thoroughbreds as with oil, he built his 
operation larger and larger without achiev- 
ing notable success and without gaining 
the relaxation he sought. In recent years 
his health had been severely impaired. 


The first stakes winners he bred were 
Blue Pair (Pairbypair—Eva B.) and the 
filly Tangled (Sweeping Light—Elf Lock). 
both foaled in 1938. Others were Light 
Lady (sister to Tangled). Dune. Texas 
Sandman. One Card. Harmonica. Don Re- 
belde, Lambent. and Very Snooty (bred 
in partnership with the late John S. Wig- 
gins). Largest money winner among these 
was Texas Sandman (1941, by *Shifting 
Sands II—Swamp Queen). bred in part- 
nership with Phillip Simmons and R. L. 
Simmons Jr.. and winner of $214,400 in 
six seasons of racing. The earnings of 
Harmonica reached $166,500. 

Mr. Koontz lived at his Paulfred Farms. 
near Tulsa. Most of his best horses were 
bred in Kentucky. He did not race, and 
before the last war was a regular con- 
signor to the Saratoga sales for some 
years. His son. Fred B. Koontz Jr.. had 
assumed much of the responsibility for 
the horses, 


Fred Browning 


Fred Browning, 62. Texas breeder and 
owner, died October 30 at an Arlington. 
Texas. hospital, He was master of the 
large Cresson Farm Stable which cur- 
rently is campaigning in California. 

Mr. Browning started breeding Thor- 
ughbreds in the 1930's, after an old 
friend, T. P. Morgan, sold him a horse 


ting, he built one of the more modern 
breeding establishments in Texas.

James Heffering 


James Heffering, for many years a force- 
ful figure in Canadian racing. died October 
30 at the Oshawa General Hospital, near 
Toronto, at the age of 70. He had re- 
mained active in business and in Thor- 
oughbred breeding despite his poor health 
in recent years. 

Thirty-odd years ago Mr. Heffering 
raced a small stable in the U. S.. but 
more recently his activities had been con- 
fined mainly to Canada. He owned River- 
dale Farm, at Whitby, Ontario, and there 
bred a number of good Canadian runners, 
including the stakes winners Attack (an 
*Atwell filly foaled in 1923). Aymond, 
Wilfrid G., Fore Isus, Attrisius and Gal- 
lant Foe (daughters of Attack), Nimble- 
foot, and Speedy Irish. Aymond,. a colt 
by *Roselyon—Ablaze, won the King’s 
Plate of 1930. 

For a dozen years Jim Heffering was 
president of the Incorporated Canadian 
Racing Associations, which governed the 
sport in Ontario. During his tenure of 
this office he insisted strongly on a gov- 
ernment support program for Canadian 
breeding. The proposal finally was ac- 
cepted, and Canada began paying 5 per 
cent awards to breeders of winners.

Henry of Navarre Was Tops 
On the Track, Weak at Stud 


One of our readers some time ago asked 
that we trace the career of. Henry of 
Navarre, and particularly his influence on 
succeeding generations. 


Henry of Navarre was bred by Lucien 
Appleby. near Shrewsbury, N. J. He was 
a chestnut colt, foaled in 1891, by Knight 
of Ellerslie out of Moss Rose. by *The 
Ill-Used. He was not an attractive horse. 
but he was better than he looked. For 
three seasons he met the best and won— 
a test few other horses have been able to 
stand. The late Walter Spencer Vosburgh 
always declared Henry of Navarre was 
the best he ever saw. 


As a sire he failed, just as Salvator did 
before him, and as Gladiateur, Common, 
and so many good performers in England 
have done. He was brought out by Byron 
McClelland and later sold to August Bel- 
mont. The Suburban of 1896 was his best 
race, and it ranks as one of the best Sub- 
urbans in history. 

It was at the old Lexington track that 
Henry of Navarre made his first start. 
This was in the five-furlong Melbourne 
Stakes. May 1, 1893. Henry ran a poor 
sixth in the field of seven starters. 

The Breeders’ Stakes on May 6. how- 
ever, proved a different story. The son of 
Knight of Ellerslie breezed home in front 
of La Joya, winner of the Melbourne. Laz- 
zarone, also destined to be a Suburban 
winner, was third. Jockey Bryant rode the 
victor. 

Henry of Navarre then went East. and 
in his first start there, at Monmouth Park. 
he tied for second with Hyderabad in the 
Sapling Stakes behind Senator Grady. He 
was second to Senator Grady in the Select 
a few days later. He was third to the Sen- 
ator in the Junior Champion. 

Hamilton had ridden Henry in his first 
two eastern races, but Monk Overton rode 
him in the Junior Champion. It was Ham- 
ilton who finally put him over at Mon- 
mouth on August 12. 

The rest of the year was a succession of 
victories for Henry. At Monmouth August 
19, he beat an ordinary field; at Sheeps- 
head Bay September 2, he won the Dash 
Stakes; at the Bay September 3, he took 
the Golden Rod, seven furlongs on turf, 
In each of these he was ridden by Bryant. 
His last start of the 1893 season was in 
the Algeria Stakes, at Gravesend, Septem- 
ber 18. Piloted by Fred Taral, he took 
the measure of Dobbins, Ornus, and eight 
others, 

Henry of Navarre came out ambitiously 


for his debut as a 3-year-old. In the Brook- 
lyn Handicap, at Gravesend. he acquitted 
himself well as he lost to Dr. Rice in a 
thrilling drive to the wire. The crowd was 
so big that it broke through the rails 
which lined the course and surged onto 
the track. Past the throng Dr. Rice. Henry 
of Navarre. and Sir Walter battled for 
honors. Fred Taral. at 112. was on the 
winner, and Lonny Clayton (100) was 
on Henry, The gallant Sir Walter toted 
120, including Sam Doggett. 

In the Standard. Don Alonzo. in one of 
his rare victories, trimmed Henry in a two- 
horse race. It used to be said around the 
race track, in deriding a horse’s class. 
that he was a “big Don Alonzo.” But the 
Frank Ehret color-bearer won that day. 
The winner carried 122. Henry of Na- 
varre 106. 

Henry was second in the Fort Hamilton. 
his next start, and third to Ramapo and 
Roche in the Metropolitan. 

The Withers was contested at old Morris 
Park on June 12. Henry of Navarre hooked 
up with Domino and Dobbins. each with 
122 pounds. Snapper Garrison, néar the 
end of his riding career. rode Henry. 
Domino won a close race, It was the only 
time the Keene champion ever headed Mc- 
Clelland’s colt—and they met many times 
thereafter. 

For the rest of the season of 1894. 
Henry of Navarre was beaten but twice (by

Ramapo in the Suburban. and Cliffor 
in the Second Special). He won 12 races 
and ran a dead heat with Domino in thei: 
famous match at Gravesend. Henry's 
stakes victories were the Belmont. Spend. 
thrift, Travers, Foxhall. lroquois. Dolphin, 
and Bay Stakes, and in the Special a 
Morris Park. 

Henry of Navarre reached great heights 
in 1895. as a 4-year-old. Four victories jp 
a row—two at Latonia. and two at Oakley 
Park. Cincinnati—came in June and July, 
On September 2 in the Twin City, a 
Sheepshead Bay. he was beaten under 127 
pounds by Rey el Santa Anita at 12), 
Nine days later he trimmed Domino and 
Rey el Santa Anita in another epic match, 
“Soup” Perkins was riding him then. 

At Gravesend. Henry took the First 
Special, beating Clifford and Sir Walter, 
Clifford beat him in the Oriental, buy 
Henry captured the Manhattan and Mun. 
icipal Handicaps to wind up his season, 

The Municipal Handicap may have been 
the best race he ever ran. for he carried 
130 pounds over a 1%4-mile route to de. 
feat such as Rey el Santa Anita (126) and 
Clifford (128). 

The last year Henry of Navarre was in 
training he competed in two races, and 
won them both. The first was an overnight 
affair at Morris Park. May 21. In the 
second he won the classic Suburban, under 
129 pounds. handily defeating The Com 
moner (113). Clifford (126), Belmar 
(110). Hornpipe (111), Sir Walter (125), 
and Nanki Pooh (112). Henry Grifn 
was up. 

Shortly thereafter he was retired to 
August Belmont’s Nursery Stud. As a sire 
he did not live up to expectations. He was 
one of several sires at the Nursery—the 
others included *Rock Sand, Hastings, 
and Octagon—and he did not seem to find

Stakes and was narrowly beaten, with Dobbins third. It was the only time Domi- 
no defeated him. After the Withers, Henry of Navarre developed into one of the 
greatest runners of the 1890’s. A “failure” at the Nursery Stud, he was given to 
the Remount, His principal influence on pedigrees was through his daughters.

Mrs. Alfred Roberts, who died October 
10 at her home in Eatontown, N. J., found 
in racing a great many pleasures, not least 
of which was in writing about it. To the 
New Jersey Thoroughbred. published by 
the Thoroughbred Horse Breeders Asso- 
ciation of New Jersey, she contributed a 
lively column which reflected her constant 
vitality and charm. Her last published 
column from that magazine is reproduced 
below. 


Some years ago jockey Bobby Strange 
first introduced the expression “civilian” 
to me. A civilian in Bobby’s vocabulary 
was anyone not directly connected with 
race horses. This included owners and 
fans who were unaware of the innumerable 
complexities of the sport no matter how 
ardent they might be. I was frankly quite 
taken with this bit of terminology, and 
rather shamelessly. I took it for my own. 
As the years have passed I have found a 
necessity for refining the word even fur- 
ther and I now have a first. second and 
third class civilian. 

To start at the lowest category. a civil- 
ian third class is someone like my father. 
Dad would only go to the race track if he 
was called for. given a pass—and then, 
only if he had absolutely nothing else to 
do. He had no patience with the tote board 
and would always ask somebody the odds 
if he wanted to know. Anybody who bets 
a horse to win is an incurable gambler, 
and if he should spy any of his family 
or friends at anything but the two dollar 
window. they are profligate wastrels. His 
main reason for coming was to eat Stevens 
ice cream. a chore that is attended to after 
the second race. The only other consis- 
tent action that Dad took at the race track 
is that invariably. and without fail, he 
left just before the feature race. If there 
was a match race between Man o’ War 
and Citation, it wouldn’t mean a thing, 
Dad never heard of them anyway! So much 
for the civilian third class. 

Civilian second class is best described 


by my brother Len. He comes to the track 
infrequently, but when he does come he is 
loaded! He has The Racing Form. Jack’s 
Green Sheet. Clocker Lawton, The Daily 
Mirror. Long Shot Lew. and a list of selec- 
tions handed him by his cook just before he 
left. He also has a pair of opera glases 
with a range of about ten feet; and once 
he came with a six-foot telescope that 
almost got him lynched. Len has a very 
good analytical mind and is very good with 
figures so he brooks no suggestions from 
anyone on how to interpret the Racing 
Form. Some years ago he had a remarkable 
string of long shot winners until it was 
discovered that he was reading the form 
incorrectly. When the error of his ways was 
pointed out. his winning streak was halted, 
and he hasn’t trusted anybody since! By 
the time the fourth race rolls around, Len 
discovers that when he followed Jack’s 
Green Sheet. Clocker Lawton had picked 
the winner. and when he had followed 
Ken Kling, old Long Shot Lew had come 
up with a dandy. In the fifth race he 
rooted his horse home with much expendi- 
ture of body English and voice power only 
to discover he had been yelling for the 
wrong horse, his opera glasses letting him 
down badly. The climax of the day comes 
when the winner of the feature race turns 
up in a horse that he had promised to 
play for the cook but had forgotten all 
about it in the confusion, When the shout- 
ing and the tumult dies Len is en route 
home where he will pay the cook her win- 
nings and enthusiastically assure her that 
he had played every one of the five winners 
she had given him! He likes golf better! 


Civilian first class encompasses most of 
the regulars who know the horses at the 
tracks and faithfully follow their favorites. 
These are the people who are seen around 
the paddock and walking rings staring 
earnestly at the trainers and jockeys. All 
of them are sure that all the people in the 
saddle area know who is going to win the 
next race. This is a very serious group and 


= 
they talk very learnedly about form and 
workouts. They know just which jockeys 
are crooked and which trainers are “wait- 
ing for a spot” and what horse the come- 
back money is on. It must be very puzzling 
to them that all trainers and riders are not 
millionaires, They watch a race quite well 
if the track announcer is accurate. and 
they yell “boat race.” fast as anything 
when they don’t win. They know the differ- 
ence between a claimer and a stakes race, 
and between a good and bad card. They 
aimost know a lot. and frankly they are 
the bane of my existence! 


These are the ones who will accost an 
owner who is just leaving the paddock in 
a state of nerves, just prior to a big stakes 
race, and fastening a fishy eye upon the 
overwrought man demand in a most sus- 
picious voice. “Mister. are you trying 
today?” Why more of these people haven’t 
been slain outright, baffles me. The first 
class civilian knows all about training 
works, and can differentiate between good 
works and poor ones, but in the end they 
all seem to come to the conclusion that it 
is not so much that one horse is faster 
than another but the big question is, 
which owner and trainer and jockey is 
trying! If all the people that I have 
assured I was ALWAYS trying, were laid 
end to end, I would be very happy! .Un- 
fortunately they are still walking around 
wearing that same skeptical smirk. 


If by the foregoing words the reader 
assumes that it takes a good deal of 
knowledge and experience to enter the 
select fraternity of “Horsemen,” then he 
is correct, and it is my fond hope that by 
diligent application and effort, I will 
eventually land there myself. I have had 
my “trials by fire.” but I am still constant- 
ly appalled by the realization that some 
of these trials were brought about by my 
own incredible stupidity. It is sad but true 
that most of my New Year’s resolutions 
are vows of thing I will never do again. 
I will never again try to change a year- 
ling’s action, I will never again fire a 
green splint, ete.. etc. ad nauseum! but 
I'll get there yet!

(Continued from preceding page) 
the right cross with the Belmont mares. 
None of his many winners approached 
him in class, and finally he was presented 
to the American Remount, ending his 
days as one of its stallions. 

His blood became unfashionable and 
was little used. But several of his daugh- 
ters became eminent broodmares—partic- 
ularly Sallie of Navarre, dam of the great 
gelding Salvidere, and Saratoga Belle, 
dam of Fayette and granddam of Dolan. 
Orienta, a daughter of Henry of Navarre 
and great-great-granddam of Shut 


produced Sands of the Orient, a colt that 
was exported to Australia and became a 
noted sire. Another daughter, Grave and 
Gay. was a good producer in Germany, 
where her name still appears frequently 
in the pedigree of good horses. 

It is noteworthy that the blood of the 
two great rivals—Henry of Navarre and 
Domino—united to produce Shut Out. a 
good race horse and sire. 

The tabulated pedigree of Shut Out,

Fall Summary at Keeneland; 


Complete Results in Maryland 


Because of wide variations in the qual- 
ity of stock offered, it is not possible to 
make comparisons of the mixed sales at 
Keeneland on the basis of actual prices 
and annual differences in averages. The 
Breeders’ Sales Company’s auctions last 
week were “loaded” by several better than 
usual consignments, among them the 
broodmares from Hal Price Headley’s 
Beaumont Farm. Thus the total and aver- 
age for broodmares established new rec- 
ords for the Keeneland fall sales. 

Altogether, 361 horses sold for $1,755,- 
100, average $4,862. At the comparable 
sale in 1952, the total for 412 head was 
$803,200, average $1,950. The 34 Headley 
mares accounted for $672.400 of the 1953 
total. Even with these excluded, the aver- 
age was $3,311, or 70 per cent higher than 
than in 1952. 

Biggest prices in the mixed sale were 
for mares in the Headley consignment. The 
7-year-old Lithe, sister to Menow and win- 
ner of $187,415, barren to Revoked, top- 
ped the sale at $85,000 and went into the 
records as the highest-priced broodmare 
ever sold by auction in the U. S. 

Summaries for all but the last session 
were given last week. Results of the final 
session follow. 


Wednesday Afternoon, November 4 


The 66 head sold in the final session of 
the fall sales at Keeneland included one 
stallion, 37 broodmares. 18 weanlings, and 
10 horses of racing age. They brought

When the time came for the auctioneers 
to begin selling at the final session of 
the Maryland auctions. at Timonium on 
the night of Friday.

Silberman also said he would apply im- 
mediately for membership in the Thor- 
oughbred Racing Associations for Trop- 
ical Park. 

In May, 1950, a group led by Nathan 
E. Herzfield bought the track for an esti- 
mated $1,200,000 from the estate of Henry 
L. Straus. 

Silberman and DeChario own Randall 
Park race track at Cleveland, which they 
bought in 1950, and the Painesville Race- 
way, a trotting track near Cleveland. Sil- 
berman is chairman of the executive com- 
mittee of the Cleveland Browns. profes- 
sional football team. The partners also 
have large real estate holdings in Balti- 
more. 


One Per Cent Disagreement 


Santa Anita Park and the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association are 
1 per cent away from settlement of their 
dispute over purses, with no immediate 
prospect that either side is willing to 
give in. ; 

The HBPA, through C. Ray Robinson, 
chairman of the purse committee of the 
California division of the HBPA, is de- 
manding that Santa Anita distribute in 
purses 40 per cent of its mutuel take. 
Santa Anita wants to use the 4-3-2.7 for- 
mula adopted last summer by the Cali- 
fornia Horse Racing Board, and its first 
condition book, already issued, calls for 
a distribution of 39 per cent of the track’s 
expected mutuel take. 

Late in October, Robinson sent Dr. 
Charles H. Strub, executive vice president 
of Santa Anita, a letter in which he sug- 
gested that Dr. Strub meet with the HBPA 
to work out a 40 per cent agreement. 

Dr. Strub, confined to his home while 
recovering from a major operation, in- 
structed Hugh Blue, secretary of the Los 
Angeles Turf Club, to reply to Robinson. 
Blue’s letter said that Santa Anita’s stakes 


and purse program “has been approved at 
an open meeting called by the California 
Horse Racing Board for that purpose. ... 
Taking into consideration all that has 
been said and done in the past, no good 
purpose could be served by the meeting 
proposed by you.” 

Robinson quickly replied that “the or- 
ganized horsemen of the United States 
will do everything possible to force Santa 
Anita to pay legitimate purses based on 
other tracks in California and the United 
States. 

“The united action of the horsemen has 
forced Santa Anita to raise their first book 
from one of the lowest (in percentage) in 
the country to approximately 39 per cent. 
This book, which covers only the first 
seven days of the meeting, is padded with 
various inducements, which it is hoped will 
trick the horsemen into entering their 
horses on the theory that it will be con- 
tinued, or that future books will be raised 
to the percentage paid by the smaller 
tracks. I am certain that this trick will not 
succeed.” 

Santa Anita is the third California track 
to rebel against HBPA demands. The first 
two to do battle with the organization were 
Tanforan and Hollywood Park, both of 
which found it strong enough that event- 
ually they acquiesced to its demands for 
purse distribution on the basis of 40 per 
cent of the tracks’ share of the mutuel 
pools, 


Satis fied—Not Contented 
Golden Gate Fields, Albany. Calif., at- 


tained an uneviable record last month. 
At the close of its 40-day meeting, the 
track showed a larger decline in betting 
(21.6 per cent) and attendance (25 per 
cent) than any other major race track in 
the United States in 1953. 

A transportation strike in the San Fran- 
cisco area hurt Golden Gate during the 
first half of its meeting, but even ofter 
the strike was settled business was far 
below last year. Total attendance was 
353.795, an average of 8.845, and _ total 
mutuel handle was $27.076.831, an aver- 
age of $676,921. For last year’s 45-day 


meeting, the daily average attendance and 
betting figures were 11.802 and $864,442 
respectively. 

According to the San Francisco Exam. 
iner, directors of the track “expressed 


themselves as satisfied with the 


handle.”

Extras and Maybes 


Stockholders of Centennial race track, 
near Denver, can look forward to in. 
creased income next year, according to 
the annual report to the stockholders by 
M. H. “Bud” Robineau. retiring president 
of the track. 

Robineau’s forecast of greater revenue 
was not based on a prediction of larger 
attendance and mutuel pools at Centen- 
nial next year, but on several proposals 
to increase the track’s revenue during 
the off-season. 

Robineau said the track was consider- 
ing a plan which would permit the con- 
struction of a nine-hole golf course in the 
infield, with the track to receive a_per- 
centage of the gross revenues. He said the 
track would insist that “the entire infield 
be kept in excellent condition and appear- 
ance at no cost to Centennial.” 

Also the track recently leased an un-

kind in the western states. Robineau says 
that this project should net the track 
$35.000 a year. 
No decision has been made on a pro- 
posal for leasing the track for auto rac- 
ing in several months of each year. 


Builders Anonymous 


A group of “businessmen” and “friends 
of racing.” who to date have managed to 
remain anonymous, is attempting to build 
a new running-horse track in Detroit. 

Howard R. Carroll, an attorney in Van 
Dyke, Mich., last week filed a petition to 
rezone a 180-acre site in Warren Town- 
ship. near Detroit, to permit the operation 
of a one-mile race track. A public hearing 
on the petition will be held November 27. 
The land now is zoned for residential use. 

Before any ground is turned. of course. 
the new track will need the blessing of 
the Michigan Racing Commission, and that 
may not be easy to get. Michigan racing 
laws allow the licensing of four tracks in 
the Detroit area, and there now are only 
three: but in September, James H. Inglis, 
state racing commissioner, turned down 
an application to build a track near Mt. 
Clements. At that time. Inglis said he 
thought that there was enough racing in 
Michigan. He has not commented on the 
rezoning request, 

Only person now identified with the new 
track is Dr. B. T. Bratt, of Detroit. When 
reached by THE Bioop-Horse, Dr. Bratt 
said that he was “not at liberty to divulge” 
the names of anyone associated in the 
venture with him. He identified them only 
as “businessmen” and “friends of racing.” 
An application may be filed with the 
racing commission “in three or four 
weeks,” if the rezoning petition is ap- 
proved. he said. 


Hazel Park Projects 


All officers of the Hazel Park race track, 
near Detroit, were re-elected last week 
at a meeting of the board of directors. The 
directors also authorized a 20-foot exten- 
sion of the grandstand roof and the build- 
ing of a recreation hall for grooms and 
exercise boys. 

Officers of the track for the next year 
are: Richard A. Connell, president; Waldo 
A. Andrews and James V. Bellanca, vice 
presidents: John R. Monaghan. secretary; 
S. Truman Hart, treasurer. 


Cleveland Tracks Sold 


Three Cleveland businessmen have pur- 
chased a controlling interest in Thistle- 
Down and Cranwood race tracks. near 
Cleveland. from Max Lesnick. of Balti- 
more. The new owners are Edward Gins- 


berg and Sheldon Guren. partners in a 
Cleveland law firm. and Ralph Nathanson. 
president of the Lyon Tailoring Company. 
The purchase price was not announced. 


The Bigger Slice 


Ohio’s new pari-mutuel tax, put into 
effect early this year, produced almost 
three times as much revenue for the State 
as in any other year of Ohio racing. Race 
track customers paid the State of Ohio 
$5.184.841.07 this year for the privilege 
of betting on running and harness racing. 
The previous record income was $1.849.- 
036.60 in 1950. 

The racing law passed this spring gives 
the State 234 cents more from each dollar 


bet. 


Beulah Park Improvements 


A renovation program is under way at 
Beulah Park race track. near Columbus. 
Ohio. A concrete floor is being installed in 
the grandstand, and all the seats in the 
grandstand are being replaced. 

The track is being widened to permit 12 
horses to start in races of any distance. 
Heretofore, 12 horses could start only in 
races of one mile or longer. The width of 
the backstretch now will be 62 feet in- 
stead of 50 feet. and the first turn will be 
66 feet wide instead of 50 feet. 


Eight Races Enough in Ohio 


Zoltan Gombos, chairman of thé Ohio 
Racing Commission. last week an- 
nounced that no Ohio track will be per- 
mitted to run more than eight races a 
day next year. except on Saturdays and 
holidays, when nime may be carded. The 
ruling was made at the request of Gov. 
Frank J. Lausche. who said recently that

Sunshine Park Improvements 


Sunshine Park, Oldsmar. Fla., has start- 
ed a $400.000 construction program to 
provide additional facilities for its 52-day 
meeting opening January 15, 1954. 

Principal item in the program is the 
building of a $250,000. three-story club 
house. The first floor of the new structure 
will include a large dining room, the 
second floor will be for club house boxes. 
and there will be a turf club on the third 
floor. 

The track also plans to replace all of 
its old barns. This project cannot be com- 
pleted in time for the winter meeting. but 
six fireproof cement-block barns will be 
ready for use.

Las Vegas Keeps Its Officers 


There is no reason to remove from 
office the president or directors of the 
Las Vegas race track, special bankruptcy 
master H. W. Edwards, of Reno, ruled 
last week. 

A hearing on the removal of the officers 
was held at the request of Raymond R. 
Roberts, Van Nuys, Calif.. representing a 
minority group of stockholders. 

Edwards also said that at present he 
would not recommend bankruptcy to Fed- 
eral Judge Roger Foley. He asked Alfred 
Luke. general manager of Las Vegas. 
and Roberts to submit to him any plans 
for saving the Las Vegas Jockey Club. 

It was estimated at the hearing -that 
the track lost $350.000 during its brief 
operation and had outstanding bills of 
about $468.C00. The track’s bank balance 
is down to $5,000. 

Two days after the bankruptcy hearing. 
Judge Foley lifted a restraining order 
which had prohibited the Jockey Club 
officials from filing a voluntary petition of 
benkruptey in Federal court.

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‘Politics’ Laid to Governor 
Who Fired Florida Commission 


Acting Gov. Charles E. Johns on No- 
vember 10 suspended the Florida Racing 
Commission and named a new five-man 


board. 


Out went Dr. Curtis Haggard. chairman, 
and commissioners J. Wesley Fly. Robert 
Kloeppel Jr., J. D. Johnson, and Joe K. 
Hayes. In their places, pending ratifica- 
tion by the Florida legislature, went R. 
E. Dilg, chairman, and Jullien Lane, J, M. 
Caruthers. Millard Gilmore, and Frank 
Winchell. 


Governor Johns, who moved into office 
shortly after the death September 28 of 
Gov. Dan McCarty, said he was suspend- 
ing the old board because of “malfea- 
sance” in office. He said the commission 
had violated State law by paying its at- 
torney. Walter Dence, $4,000 in excess of 
his statutory maximum salary of $3.000. 


Reached by THE Bioop-Horse at his 
home in Coral Gables. Dr. Haggard said 
he and his commission were hopping mad, 
that they would fight the suspension as 
far as they could. He didn’t know what 
the commission’s tactics would be; he still 
hadn’t received a written suspension from 
the acting governor. 


Dr. Haggard said Governor Johns was 
trying to “scuttle” his predecessor’s pro- 
gram for racing. As far as Dr. Haggard 
was concerned, the Governor’s move was 
simple “politics.” 

Dr. Haggard said the commission had 
agreed to pay Dence $5,000 in excess of 
a $250-a-month salary for the attorney’s 
services in defending the State’s new 
$2.500,000 tax on dog tracks. Since this 
was outside Dence’s duties as “advisory 
counsel” to the commission, it was only 
right that Dence be paid for his work, 
Dr. Haggard said, 


The former chairman said the scope 
of the legal battle over the new “dog” tax 
could be seen in the money the dog tracks 
were sinking in the fight. He claimed that 
one dog track had deducted $85,000 from 
its Federal income tax to pay attorneys’ 
fees and had appropriated $50,000 for a 
public relations program. 


Considering the importance of the dog 
tax and the money being spent to fight it, 
Dr. Haggard thought a $5,000 fee from 
the State was not excessive. 


At any rate, he said, there was nothing 
secret about the retainer that the commis- 
sion had promised Dence, Former Gover- 
nor McCarty knew about the fee, and it 
had been cleared with the State attorney 
general’s office, he said. 

“This is strictly a trumped-up thing,” 
Dr. Haggard said. 


Governor Johns could not be reached 
for comment. 


_ In Florida. each commissioner receives 
a salary of $1,800 per year. plus travel 
expenses which are approved by the com- 
mission. The chairman of the commission 
receives $3.600 per year, plus whatever 
travel expenses are approved by the com- 
mission. The secretary receives $4,800. 
plus travel expenses. 


These salaries and expenses are paid by 
the State treasurer from a fund set aside 
by the legislature for the operation of the 
racing commission. Additional salaries 
come out of the same fund. and these must 
not exceed the amounts prescribed by law. 

Florida’s politicians and well heeled 
lobbyists have kept the racing commission 
and the three major race tracks—Tropical 
Park, Hialeah Park. and Gulfstream Park 
—in a stew for years, The new governor's 
summary dismissal. of the racing commis- 
sion suggests that the pot will soon be 
boiling higher than ever. 


VOTES OF CONFIDENCE 


P. J. (Paddy) Prendergast. one of the 
leading trainers in England and Ireland. 
who was recently suspended in England 
by the Jockey Club. received two votes of 
confidence last week. 


After hearing testimony from Prender- 
gast, the stewards of the Irish Turf Club 
said that they considered Prendergast’s 
explanations satisfactory. and that he 
would not be suspended in Ireland. The 
English stewards had suspended Prender- 
gast on a charge that one of his horses 
had shown “discrepancies in form.” 


Prendergast came to the United States 
recently to saddle *Thirteen of Diamonds. 
one of Ireland’s representatives in the 
Washington, D. C.. International at Lau- 
rel. Prendergast applied for a license in 
Maryland—and got it.

In the Melbourne Cup, E. A. Underwood, breeder 
and owner of Wodalla, had his greatest success 
since he got into racing 47 years ago. The winner, 
one of the form horses for the big race. carried 10 
pounds below the scale of weight for age after 
running a wonderful second in the Caulfield Cup 
and bolting in the Moonee Valley Cup a_ week 
before the Melbourne Cup. On the Saturday before 
the Melbourne Cup was run on Tuesday, Wodalla 
had raced in the 144-mile, weight-for-age L. K. S. 
Mackinnon Stakes, and his rider, Jack Purtell, 
had reported to Mr. Underwood that the trial was 
not satisfactory. The owner was on the point of 
withdrawing the colt, but changed his mind, possi- 
bly encouraged by the fact that his Cromis (Helios 
-Janeo) on the same day had run a very clos 
second in the Victoria Derby to Prince Morvi, 
which already had won the A. J. C. Derby. 


The three placed horses in the Melbourne Cup 
also filled the first three places in the Caulfield 
Cup (see Tue Broop-Horse of October 31, page 
989), but not in the same order. In the 1%-mile 
race Wodalla was second, beaten a neck by My 
Hero. In the two-mile Melbourne Cup My Hero’s 
tiny rider, N. Eastwood, had to carry 42 pounds 
of dead weight. 

The top-weighted Hydrogen was made favorite for 
the Melbourne Cup after Carioca’s withdrawal. His 
failure suggested once more that he is not a gen- 
uine two-miler, but in all probability he will soon 
pass *Phar Lap’s record and become Australia’s 
biggest money winner. 

Mr. Underwood, vice chairman of the Victoria 
Racing Club and a leading breeder, got Dhoti and 
the American-bred Helios, sire of Wodalla, in 
1939. The two had been sent to Australia to race. 
(Dhoti was to have carried the colors of the Duke 
of Kent, who had been appointed Governor-General 
of Australia, but the Duke was killed in an air 
accident in England before he could take up the 
post.) Helios was put in the stud after a fractured 
fetlock joint had mended, and became Australia’s 
leading sire in 1948-49. Among his best runners 
have been *Beau Gem, Carbon Copy, Phoibos, 
and Bronton.

The Distribution of Stakes 


(From Freeman Keyes, Reverie Knoll 
Farms, Danville, Ky.) 

From time to time during the year, we 
have to make a decision as to whether or 
not a horse should be shipped across the 
country to race in a stakes—a stake in 
which we have made future payments, 
sometimes for two or three years, It seems 
to me that the stake distribution is entirely 
erroneous. We feel that way when we win 
or if we lose. 

Take for example the recent Pimlico 
Futurity, a $25,000 stake with future pay- 
ments to remain eligible swelling the total 
to approximately $73.000. The final distri- 
bution, 65 per cent to the winner, 20 per 
cent to second, 10 per cent to third, and 
5 per cent to fourth, was figured only on 
the added money. The result gave the 
winner $64,000 plus, the second horse only 
$5.000. third horse $2.500, and fourth 
horse $1,250. 

Do you mean to tell me the winner was 
entitled to a 13-to-1 ratio over the second 
horse, who had contributed just as much 
to the added purse as the winner? Cer- 
tainly the placing horse is entitled to par- 
ticipate in the total purse. not just the 
added money. 

Many times we figure one of our horses 
stands a good chance of at least being in 
the money, but we either have to .win or 
else fail to even meet expenses, whereas, 
if we received the regular percentage of 
the total purse instead of just the added 
money, the chance of our participating 
would be greater. 

It seems to me that management is de- 
liberately penalizing their stakes with 
such a distribution plan. 

If the place horse is entitled to 20 per 
cent of the added money, he is entitled to 
20 per cent of the total purse and so on 
down the line.

On a recent quickie visit to Lexington 
I made the disconcerting discovery that 
although your wonderful and remarkable 
natives are unchanged. except to be even 
more wonderful and remarkable. your 
landscape is different. Your beautiful 
bluegrass has flown the paddock, vanished 
like a gelding’s dream of romance. 

The disquieting thought occurred that 
hundreds of foals of 1953 are growing up 
not only without ever having nibbled at 
bluegrass, but also without ever having 
seen it.

upon hearing their sires and dams speak

being made victims of the old snipe hunt 
game and that it doesn’t really exist at all, 

You will find enclosed a packet of blue- 
grass blades. This is California bluegrass. 
minus the mineral magic of Kentucky lime- 
stone, and therefore not to be taken in- 
ternally. Though believed to be non-poison- 
ous, mayhap it is one of the contributors 
to the “slows” that our California comets 
are invariably stricken with during the 
running of the Kentucky Derby. 

However. I thought that in your visits 
along the Versailles-Frankfort-Lexington- 
Paris farm trail you might like to show 
the enclosed to your friends among the 
young Thoroughbreds. explaining that 
these specimens. while not edible. at least 
demonstarte the color, texture, and non- 
mythical character of bluegrass. Thus if 
rain ever comes and bluegrass returns to 
its native land, young horses will not be 
scared out of their baseball hides when 
their paddock floors take on a delightful 
blue-green hue, or refuse to eat it in the 
belief that their solicitous masters have 
merely supplied them with Persian rugs. 


How to Make Trainers Scream 


(From Dr, D. R. Munroe. Portales, N. M.) 


The question of feeding alfalfa hay is 
bothering me again. In all the reading I 
can do on the subject I cannot find a good 
answer. Do you know where I can find the 
answer? 

We have plenty of good-quality alfalfa 
grown on irrigated land and we feed it 
during the winter, but when we go to the 
race track in the summer the trainers 
scream at the thought of training on al- 
falfa. Thus we buy, at $60 a ton, mountain 
hay which to me looks like pure weeds. 
and the horses don’t like it. 

Are there any stables that feed alfalfa 
exclusively. Does anybody recommend it?

SWIV‘S SON WINS 

PAWTUCKET ‘CAP 

OVER SIX STAKES 
WINNERS 


Hit Parade, by Swiv, scored his sixth 
1953 win Oct. 31 when he won the $10,000 
Pawtucket Handicap over Sailed Away.
